_ Atthe great Battle of Lutzen in Germany, 
fought in the Year 1627, between the 
Great Guftavus Adolphus King of Sweden, 
and Count Woleftine the Imperial General. 
-——The Swedes, tho’ Vidtors, had had a 
very fore Day of it; the Battle had lafted 
near nine Hours, and {carcea Regiment in 
the Swedifh Army but had charg’d three 


feveral Times, fome had been hotly engag’d 
the whole Day -—~ Again, on their 
Right they had fuffer’d terribly amon 
their Horfe, where their King loft his Life 
in the firft Onfet, andthe Imperial Cuiraf 
fers had driven all before them for the firft 
two Hours of the Battle, andin fhort, their 
whole Army had been twicc at the laft Ex. 
tremity; for theImperialifts exceeding them 
in Numbers, and being all old Troops, 
fought in every Part with the greateft Ob- 
ftigacy imaginable. 

However, the Swedes, led on by exe 
perienc’d Generals, and with exceeding 
Valour furmounting all Difficulties, had 
driven the Enemy from the Field of Battle 
2 oF 300 Paces, and as two sare 
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tyr’d and out of Breath, the twa Armies 
ftood as it were at Gaze one at another ; 


the Imperialifts, tho” they had the worft of, 


it, yet retreated very flowly; and the 
Swedes, tha’ they had the beft of it, were 
but in an ill plight to purfue them— 
When the Battle feem’d as it were ended, 
and the Imperialifts ftood at a Diftance, 
retreated a little, but not fled; fome Re- 
giments-were engag’d upon the Left, bur 
afl the reft ftuod, as it were ftill uncertain 
what to do— When about an Hour before 
Night, Count Picolomini, witha Body of 
6000 frefh Men, joyn’d the Imperial Army, 
having march’d with great Expedition three 
German Miles that Day to be in the A€tion. 

Ulpen this Relief, the Imperialifts began 
to take Heart and advance agaia, and im- 
~ mediately the Drums and Trumpets thro” 
the whole Swedifh Line beat znd founded a 
new Charge, the broken Regiments were 
reliev'd by the Referves that had fuffer’d 
leaft, and the brave Dake Bernhard of Saxe 
Weymar, to whom the Honour of that Day 
was due, form’d the Army a-new, to re- 
ceive the laft Effort of ‘the Imperialif:.

have tiot difpirited them, they arene more 
French Meo, nay, I might fay, they are no 
more Men 3 I will not venture to fay, that 
even our own Men, mo not Englifbmen, as 
fond as we are of our felves, would have 
Inok’d our Enemies in the Face, if we had 
been fa continually maul’d by them, 

But let their Armies be full, and fuppofe, 
that Mifery has made them defperate, and 
let the Appearances of Things be as well as 
we can im2ginefor them— Yet I fay, he 
muft comalya Weare not deceiv’d ia the 
Miferies of his Country, and the diftra&ted 
Condition of his People————Nor ere we 
deceiv’d in the Ruia of bis publick Credit, 
aod the Impoffibility of reftoring his Finan- 
ces, which are in the utmoft Diforder. 
Thefe Things cangot be Miftakese—Afk 
the Gentlemen that come from thence 
daily 5-nay, fome of themr that are not glad 
itisfo, set they all agree, not in relating, 
but in acknowledging, that it is impoffible 
to relate the Mif-ries.of the People, or the 
Diforders and Diftraétions of the Gavern- 
ment.
